This review is based largely upon findings and perceptions of the evaluator.

It is aired at reviewing the evalua-
tion design, which, though inclusive of a number of objectives, does not pur-

port to measure or describe all the cognitive, nor certainly all the effective,

impact of the program.

The community liaison worker will serve as liaison between the

home and school. She will help to develop a parental involvement
program including such duties as organizing informal classes for
parents, inviting parents to attend openhouse, dinners, classroom
orientation, and similar types of meetings.
